How Edmonton’s Civic Sites Have 
Increased in Value in Five Years 


The table given below shows the increase in the assessment during 
the past five years of a number of Edmonton civic sites, 

Figures upon which a reliable comparison of the assessment of 
sites held by the municipality in 1905, with the assessment of same sites 
as it stood on October 31, 1910, are not obtainable in respect to every 
one of the properties. Portions of many of the sites held by the city 
in 1905 have since been disposed of, while in other instances these have 
been added to by purchases of adjacent property. 

The five sites referred to in the table are sufficient to illustrate, 
however, the enormous increase in the assessment of civic properties 
which has taken place during the five past years—the five years which 
have elapsed since Edmonton became the capital city of the new pro- 
vince of Alberta. Their acquirement when prices were Jow has meant 
the saving of a few hundreds of thousands of dollars to the munici- 
pality. 

In the year 1905, the municipal corporation was possessed of real 
estate assessed at $110,190. 

On October 31, 1910, the total assessment of the city’s holdings in 

“real property was $604,530, an increase in the five years in the assessed 
value of land owned by the municipality of $494,350, of which a propor-' 
- tion was due to new~-purchase, 
The increase was, however, in a much greater degrce due to the 


actual increase in the value of the property, as will appear from the 
figures contained in the table. 

The five sites referred to below were valued, according to 
assessment of 1905, at a total of $62,533. 

In 1910 the same sites were assessed at $278,380.

This shows an increase in the five years of $215,847, in the assess- 
ment of these sites, or 340 per cent. 

The increase in valuation of civic properties in 1909, compared with 
the same properties in 1910, was 27 per cent. In 1909 the total assess- 
ment of civic holdings was $463,450. In 1910 it was $604,530 for cor- 
responding holdings.

Over $100,000,000 Will Be Avail-. 


able for Educational Purposes 
When All Land Is Sold 


Safely salted down in the treasury of the 
Dominion Governinent of Canada, there 1s 
a neat little sum something over %4,000,- 
vu0 lying in trust for the Province of Al- 
berta. This ts the sum’ that has been de- 
tived from the sale of school lands within 
the province since the formation of the 
province in 1905. These schvol Jands are 
in trust with the Dominion Government for 
the province, the funds derived from their 
sale being held in trust, while the pro- 
vince receives all revenue from the funds, 
such as interest, and timber dues, graz- 
ing permits, hay leases, etc. This reverie 
amounts to many thousands yearly, while 
the principle sui still remajns almost jn- 
tact at Ottawa, 

When all the school land3 in the pro- 
vitice that are for sale have been sold, the 
province will) have something close 10 
$100,000,000 of a fund. This fund is 
to be devoted to educational purposes. 

Already a total of something like 500,- 
000 acres have been sold within the pro- 
vince. There are 8,000,000 acres left to 
be still disposed of. Should this land sell 
at $10 per acre, the sutin realized would 
be $30,000,000. 

The land sells at all the way from $7 
to 20 per acre, 310 being a good aver- 
age. There have been four or five sales 
at Edmonton, the last sale, held last fail, 
being of land along the Grand Trunk #a- 
cine west of Edmonton, 

The t{ncome derived from the school 
Jands fund in 1910 was. $76,913.14, and 
the. income from the school lands aside 
from Interest, was $249,486.21. All this 
has been pald over to the Province of Al- 
berta.

That order named By-town, a pretty 
itue spot on the west band of the Ottawa, 
afterwards called Ottawa, as the capital of 
Canada, which at that time comprised only 
upper and lower Canada, the future pro- 
vinces of Outario and Quebec. 

Queen Victoria herself made the selec- 
tion of this little obscure village as ihe 
Capital of what was in the Jater years of 
her reign to become one of the greatest

Queen Victoria lived to see the little 
village rise to be one of the beautiful cities 
of the continent, She lived to see not only 
Ontario and Quebec, but British Columbia, 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Prince Ed- 
ward Island, Manitoba, join the confeder- 
ation, and send their representatives to 
make the laws of the nation in the houses 
of pallament at the capital she had selected, 

What the tate Queen named Ottawa as 
the capital, Canada comprised but two 
provinces, 
other words, Ontario and Quebec.

The Hudson’s Bay company was in con- 
trol of the Northwest, under the name of 
Kupert’s land, Manitoba was included in 
the Northwest Territories, 

Seven years after Queen Victoria named;

For the 
purpose of preserving this beauty, the goy- 
ernment have appointed what is called the 
Ottawa Improvement commission, which 
spends several thousand dollars every year 
in beautifying the capital city and sur-

In the ten years that the American 
league has been a rival of the National | 
Jeague only three players—Napoleon 
Lajoie, George Stone and Tyrus Ray- 
mond Cobb—have turned the trick of 
making 200 or more hits in a season. 
The Clevel ander was a double-century 
plant in 1901, 1904, 1906 and 1910 
(Larry was with the Athletics in 1901); | 
the St. Louisan was in this highly se- 
lect class in 1906, while the thumping 
Tiger, entered the 200-wallop-per-sea- 
son society in 1907 and rnewed his 
membership two years later. 

In the campaign of 1910 Lajoie 
smashed all recorus for the American 
jcague clouters by making 227 hits. He 
took part in 158 of the 161 games play- 
ed by the Naps. The average number

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There is something very suggestive of childishness about the way 


the Dominion government handles the water power resources of the 
province of Alberta. 

For instance, the city of Calgary, be- 
lieving that it is going to fail in its ef- 


GOVERNMENT'S 
CHILDISHNESS ON 
WATER RESOURCES fort to get the Elbow power site it 
yanted, now commences to look around 
to find what other sources of power are available in the vicinity of 
the city, and the first thing that is discovered is that if the city wants 
any information about the water supply it will have to gather that 


information itself. 


The city of Edmonton finds itself facing the necessity of prepar- | 


ine against the future and it must make arrangements for water 
power from somewhere or other. To learn what can be done the 
city must send an engineer to the Athabasca to make a survey of the 


water at Grand Rapids, or of the whole river, if some nearer point 


is desired. 
A pulp company proposing to operate up the Saskatchewan asks 


the Dominion for water rights. To acquire these rights the com- 


pany must make its own surveys, and having made them, the sur- 
‘veys are the property of the company. Whether there are other 
water powers available on the river, or what water power is left at 
the place where the company takes its power, is not made a matter 


-of government record anywhere. 
A manufacturer in the eastern states who contemplates extend- 


ing his activities to Western Canada, commences by writing the 
board of trade in Edmonton, and one of the first questions he asks 
the secretary is: “What sources of power are available for develop- 
ment?” When the secretary is compelled to answer that no survey 
or estimate of the water power resources of the country was ever 
attempted, the manufacturer is very likely to decide that Alberta is 


a trifle too slow for him. 

The merchant who could not tell what were the values of the 
goods on his shelves would soon land in the bankruptcy courts and 
if he did not take stock periodically to find out how much goods he 
had on hand the sheriff would get him pretty soon. 

But with an asset in water powers which is or enormous value, 
the government apparently makes no attempt at stock taking or 
anything in the way of a systematic survey. 

The spectacle of the government awarding water powers—or 
withholding them, it makes no difference which—without having any 
adequate figures to show what the relative value of the water power 
is, or how much the country has left, is certainly a very strong in- 
dictment against the system under which this resource is handled. 

If the water powers of the province of Alberta were in the hands 
of the government of Alberta, it is a safe presumption that it would 
not be long with Premier Sifton before he would have a gang of 
surveyors in the field to get a proper inventory of the resources 
which the province owned, and it is safe to say that when the city 
of Edmonton considered the proposal to develop water power on 
the Athabasca, the city would not be required to work in the dark as 
to what the actual possibilities of the river really are. 

To fail to survey and inventory the water of the province is just 
as negligent on the part of the Dominion government as it would 
be to fail to survey the land, and to leave the cities of Calgary and 
Edmoton in the dark as to what sources of supply are available for 
hydro-electric development is to place these cities under a disadvan- 


tage for the existence of which there is no justification.

The Calgary idea on the gas question is one which is worth consid- 


ering here in Edmonton. Calgary has just granted a franchise to a 
company to bring natural gas from Bow 
Island, a distance of 150 miles, and sell it 
in the city at a rate of 20 cents per thous- 
and cubic feet for power and 35 cents a 
thousand feet for lighting or domestic use. 

The people back of the Calgary scheme evidently believe they 
have a feasible proposition and they are preparing to lay the pipes. 

If the business of bringing gas into Calgary 150 miles is feasible, 
it should be feasible for Edmonton to do the same. 

At Pelican Rapids, less than 150 miles from Edmonton, there is 
the largest gas well in the world. Gas in considerable quantities has 
been found at Athabasca Landing, and there is no reason to suppose 
that it might not be found in large quantities some considerable dis- 
tance south of Pelican Rapids. 

In view of these circumstances, the city could not afford to tie 
itself up to any franchise which allowed the company to charge near- 
ly $2 a thousand for gas, but which did not positively compel the 
company, when the circumstances were right, to bring in natural 
gas, which would sell for one-tenth the price of the artificial pro- 
duct.

NEARS COMPLETION 


Another Dreadnought Will Be thing, It is hard work to make the de- 
Added to American Navy —— — 
Next March 


* Washington, Jan. 27,— Another 
Dreadnought will be added to the A- 
merican navy the latter part of March, 
wiren the first class battleship Utah 
now nearing completion at the plant 
of the New York Shipbuilding Com- 
pany at Camden, N.J., will be deliv- 
ered to the government. She will be 
immediately put in commission and 
sent to the New York navy yard for 
a few minor changes. 

The full load displacement of the 
Utah is 23,033 tons. She will be the 
largest afloat in the United States 
navy at the present time, although the 
battleships Wyoming, Arkansas, New 
York and Texas will be still more 
powerful when completed. 

The speed of the Utah will be 20 3-4 
knots, : 

The Florida, which is the sister ship 
of the Utah, is being built by the gov- 
ernment at the New York navy yard.

COFFEE STILL SOARING 


“Within elghteen months the price of 
the lower grades of coffee has advanced 
seventy per cent., the Intermediate grades 
Cully fifty per cent., Indicating that one 
of the most interesting tndustrial experi- 
ments of recent times is going to suc: | 
ceed. Tour years ago the coffee growers 
of Brazil were in a fair way to ruin 
themselves by over-production. The yleld 
of thelr plantation outran the world's de- 
mand, and it 1s a deplorable economic 
fact that the world will reward you with 
affluence for producing less than it wants 
of a given article, but break you for pro- 
ducing more than it wants. The price of 
coffee sank to a point that brought loss 
to the growers, To save the Industry, 
Brazil borrowed seventy-five million dol- 
lors for the purpose of buying up coffee 
and holding tt off the market until the 
price should advance to a given figure; 
also tt forbade the planting of more coffee 
trees. For a good while it looked as 
though the load would be too heavy for 
the government to carry and that the novel 
plan would fail, Thanks to a light crop 
last year and Increased consumption, It 
now seems Hkely to succeed jin its main 
object of restoring prosperity to the cof- 
fee growers. 

This coffee scheme is, of course, sim- 
ply co-operation in a different form—the 
growers using the government as an agen- 
cy to control the market in their bhalf, 
instead of gtting up a voluntary organiza- 
tlon among thmselves for that purpose. 
The cure for over-production must be el- 
ther co-operation or the destruction of the 
weaker producers. The former naturally 
is more humane.”

Cut off Queues. 

This year the queucs of millions of Chl- 
nese will be sniped off by the clever little 
Chinese barbers who can perform a sur- 
gical operation on any part of the body 
equally as skillfully as they shave the 
pates of their countrymen and trim their 
queues into long, graceful ropes. Did 
you ever go into a Chinese barber shop? 
No. Well, it ts a peculiar looking place. 
Over near one wall ts a hard bench about 
three feet high and about three and a half 
inches wide. There is no mirror in front 
of it where the customer who sits there 
can see what the tonsorial artist Is do- 
ing to him. Instead inere ts a rack filed 
witn implements, some of which look dan- 
gerous and others of which look merely 
unpleasant, The tonsorist mounts a low 
stool and starts operations, Chinese bar- 
bers are skilful however. In China there 
are many ways of hair dressing, although 
all have the queue. 

Contrary to a general belief that the 
queue ts a very old institutton, 
shows that the queue proper was 
padopted about 260 years ago. It is of 
Tartar origin and was introduced by them 


‘when they invaded China In 1644. After 
conquering the Chinese they compelled 
them to shave their heads except for a 


small circle on the back where the queue 
was allowed to grow as a badge of servi- 
tude, Before that time Chinese had worn 
their hair long. 

A National Event. 


When one considers the millions of peo- 
ple in China who are wearing queues and 
‘the thousands in 
posterior appendage and the fact that they 
are all to be removed within the next two 
jor three days one naturally wonders where 
the barbers are to do all the cutting, In 
the larger cities in America it 1s stated 
that barbers have been selling seat checks 
for turns on the bench for the past few 
days. If all the queucs that will be cut 
vit were attached end to end the rope
